If on the other hand we approach 
this problem on a nationwide scale, it is still strong in the Lub in and 
Cracov province, fte mu3t remember that we are strong enough to have the 
means to eliminate them completely. Some PSL leaders are trying to extend 
their influence in certain part3 of the country* !ZikolaJc2yk is endeavoring 
to patch up his case and ttycech is criticizing Ilikolajczyk's policy,. Our 
task Is to influence /(ycech's group so as to break up the PSL from in 3 lde. 

In the Silesia Dabrowa province PSL has little influence in the countiy but 
is still strong in the cities. The peasantry in the East is tied up with PSL 
end our policy must consist in the isolation of healthy PSL elements* we 
must decidedly and categorically remove our enemies from key situations*

Iu Inarch and April it will be very difficult. Food frorf the outside will only 
arrive in iiay. A famine does not threaten us now and the purchasing action of 
cereals guarantees getting through this difficult period which reaction io ty- 
ing to exploit for its own ends* In connection with this action food rations 
for free professions have been curtailed* we must put our administration on 
the sane basis and it will be right if we eliminate the lazy* Hie r oorganlza- 
tion should reach into all branches and all elements whose attitude ie against 
us 5 it should not, however, touch the PPR. fro must revise our tax system, re- 
duce the taxes of workers and burden the peasantry with them who are more 
favorably inclined towards the P5L. In the country until then the peasantry 
should bo politically worked on.

A united front roust be created. Those who worked (from PPS) did so honestly. 

PflS is a less disciplined party* fie must tighten this united front* For every 
two PPS one PPIi should be detached for closer observation and they should drink 
together so as to allow them to talk things out and become friends. This would 
enable us to catch the saboteurs and reactioners now in the plants* 

6. Recruitment for PPR: 

Up to date we can be pretty sure that our plan from the point of view of time 
rrill be executed, fio now have 500,000 members and by the end of 47 we w ill 
have 1 million. On the 1st of January 1947 there were 120,000 members in Silesia 
alone* We don*t wont coercion because that way we have pushed many into PPS, 
because a healthy and sane nan joins PPS* Wo only want the most valuable de- 
ments* Our party has given the best people for Poland* s reconstruction. We 
must find a common platform with PPS, constantly keeping the united front in 
mind. It is probable that reaction will want to buy the right vdng of PPS. 

9. iilections for 'Workers Committees * 

PPS and PPR votes and also the non-party vote will have to be counted separately 
but candidates on the list v/ill all be together. 

10. Study. 

iiach member of the party has the obligation to read muchj to learn ho must 
know Polish history, he must acquire the Ideological basis, the party moat 
rely on wise people, fie have had to face great events 5 the Referendum and 
the elections, fie must stop talking, we must learn, we must v;ork, we nust 
read difficult things, and v/e must cU.scusq, we must now work with our br al na. 

Dl. Party identity cards: mill be handed out from March 15, 1947 on, with five years 
validity. Secretaries must report on executed plans. These reports must toll

(The workers Tribune) which is compulsory. The professional section draws the 
attention to candidates for the post of n komrnes de confiances”, members of the 
workers committees. 


13 • The lack, of props at the mines, motors covered v/lth coal dust, sabotage ; lazyness- 
all is the fault of the managers and the foremen. These must bo revoved and 
disciplined. At each mine 200 workers are used for private tasks, 200 are on 
leave and in social work, 200 are sick, and Uou do not come to work. According 
to Government statistics 10,000 arrest warrants are out for leaving their posts 
rdthout authorization or for thefb etc* This must change. Because of this there 
will be in each shop a triumvirate of PPR* s who will watch out for efficiency, 
output, and completeness of work done. In case of finding sabotage or deficien- 
cy in work, they will immediately notify the industrial 0 actions of the UB 
(secret police). Uecisions taken ty the PPR cell are decisive for the personnel 
section. Each mine or foundry must get 4 such cells of 3 PPR*b each. Once a 
month conferences of the technical organization will be held. 
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
